that they oonse guont ly p roposed to taadertake rather more propaganda 
aotion in 1954* Thaj^pjl? not|r however^ envisage attenptii^ to 
solve the problem by phr8«mlXttary menua*

resulting from our work in 1955 dees not differ in any material 
degree from the thoughts expreasod in our Review of a year ago* 
vihlle aotive resistanoe to tha Oomuonlat roglme resmina aporadio 
(we have ret^ived Independent reperta of o»b«». 1Z centre a of 
resistanoe aotivity at^ tfm Rorthem Albania) we believe that 
the spirit of reaistanae and faith in the N.c.f*a* remain alivef 
though the vast majority of Albanlana are quite uawiUim to 
take aotion which might bring roprisala on their heads* 

The aim of oonsiderable Yugoalav agent and propaganda aotivity 
In Albania remains obscure ^ but seema coneerned with the winning 
of tim TIRANA regime over to TITO Coamiinimm
